Ex Justice 
McReynolds to 
Be Buried 


Washington, 
Aug. 26 —(UP— 


Funeral services will be held in 
Elkton, Ky., Thursday for the late 
James Clark McReynolds, iormei 
Supreme court 'justice.- 


McReynolds. the most unyield- 


ing conservative among the court's 
"nine old men" in the early days 
of the New Deal, died here Satur- 
day night at the age of 84. Death 
was attributed to a breakdown in 
the gastro-intcslinal system, bron- 
chial pneumonia and "a failing 
heart." 


McReynolds retired 
from 
the 


court Feb. 1, 1941, after.waging a 
bitter fight against early new deal 
political 
philosophy. 
He 
voted 


against the constitutionalily of all 
the early Roosevelt legislation, and 
issued the only dissent against the 
TVA.It was in his vigorous anti-new 
deal dissent on the "gold-clause" 
cases lhat he thundered his fam- 
ous:"The constitution is dead." 
McReynolds was born at Elkton 


in 1862, the son of a prosperous 
doctor. He attended Vanderbilt uni- 
versity and received his law de- 
gree 
from Ihe University 
of 


Virginia. He practiced law in Nash 
ville, Tenn., and New York, anc 
first joined the government in 1903 
as one of Teddy Roosevelt's youth 
ful trust busters. 
In 1913, President Wilson named 


him his attorney general, and 
a 
year later he was elevated to the 
Supreme court. 
McReynolds was the only Su 


preme court justice to voice pub 
lie opposition to Mr. Roosevelt' 
allempt to "streamline" the Su 
preme court. 
Since his relirement McReynolds 


a bachelor, has lived quietly in hi 
hotel apartment. He was never ac 
tive in the capital's social life anc 
his last public appearance was a 
honorary pallbearer at the funcra 
of the late Chief Justice Harla 
Fiske Stone.

The order was is- 
sued Because of "tricKery' 'in at- 
tempting to circumvent the civil 
rights law requiring the listing ot 
names of officers and members.

May Be Contagious 
A contagious form of jaundice is 
seen in inflammation of the liver. 
Epidemics of Ihis jaundice vari-

A commom name for it is 
acute catarrhal jaundice. At 
one 
lime this was thought to be due lo 
inflammation and mucus clogging 
the bile passages, but

Mechanical jaundice is

by a block in the duels,

The type of jaundice 
suffered 
varies with the age of the patient. 
New-born infants have the var- 
iety caused by excessive blood des- 
truction or anomalies ( imperfect 
development), while in older

sons jaundice usually is caused 
by obstruclion in the bile ducts or 
liver. 
Eye Color Changes First 
The whites of the eyes (coiijuc- 


tivae) arc first to show a change in 
color. They take on a yellow hue. 
In advanced jaundice, the 
en 


tire body varies in color from 
i 
pale yellow to a deep olive green 
to a greenish black. All the tissues 
of the body, including the 
blood 


and lymph, are discolored. 
Jaundice is a symptom and no 
a disease, and the cause rnust b 
determined before effective, trcal 
mcnt can be begun. (The outcom 
also depends upon Ihc cause. )

dice can last a lifetime

cells arc destroyed and extra bile 
is produced (bile comes from

stroyed red cells.) 


If the spleen is 
removed,

and blood dcslruclion is rcslorcd. 
The jaundice then disappears. 


May Be Contagious 
A contagious form of jaundice is 
seen in inflammation of the liver. 
Epidemics of Ihis jaundice vari- 
cly disable Ihousands of men and 
women annually cspically 
during 
warlimc. A commom name for it is 
acute catarrhal jaundice. At 
one 
lime this was thought to be due lo 
inflammation and mucus clogging 
the bile passages, but 
we 
,now 


know that it is a virus infection of 
the liver. 


Mechanical jaundice is 
caused 
by a block in the duels, 
by 
a 


stone, or, in the liver, by 
scar 
tissue (cirrhosis). New growths in 
the liver and bile ducts may also 
cause a mechanical block in 
an 
elderly person.

If you've been overcharged, you 


can act against Ihe seller llirough 
your own lawcr or the local price 
control board. 


If your lawyer sues, and wins, 


you can collect three limes 
Ihc 


amount of overcharge. The 
losing 


seller has lo pay court costs. 


If OPA handles il, and wins, you 
gel back Ihc amount of overcharge. 
The government 
keeps anything 


recovered above Ihc overcharge. 


If OPA prosecutes a seller crim- 


inally, he can be fined $5,000 and 
jailed for one year on each count. 


Or OPA can have the seller's li- 


cense suspended one year, if he's 
a dealer. Or, through a court or- 
der, it can seek lo prevent 
his 


overcharging anyone else. 


There are various violations of 
OPA regulations. 


1. Side payments. A seller can't 


legally sell you a car for Ihc ceiling 
price — laking lhat much in 
a 


chock, say — and then take addi- 
tional cash on the side. This might 
keep his records from showing a 
violation, but it would be a viola- 
tion. 
2. Not allowing 1'easonable value 


on a trade-in. A person taking your 
tradcd-in car must allow you a rea- 
sonable vatic. Otherwise, he's over- 
charging on the car he sells you. 


3. Requiring a trade-in on a new 


or used car. A dealer can't com- 
pel you to trade in your old ear- 
before he'll sell you another.
